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inscriptional-based research, feudal 
interpretation of political domains and 
identification of dynasties ruled: During the 
medieval period, the geographical areas ruled by 
various dynasties given by the inscriptions have been 
so overlapping merging and confusing. that the 
boundaries of the kingdoms cannot be demarcated 
anddetermined exactly. As the dynasties were same, 
having same birudas /titles and related too, they 
always claim their origins to same solar / lunar race, 
genealogy / vamsavali and so on’. The sibling rivalry, 
sanguine feuds and internal squabblings had been 
socommon, that they were reflected in their copper 
plates and stone inscriptions. While the donations 
made to the temples and other charitable acts are 
interpreted monotonously, the military activities in 
adifferent characteristic with political ramifications 
and with forceful interpretation. In the case of Andhra 
and Orissa, the areas were covered, controlled and 
even ruled by the kings of both, and where the 
influence of the Cholas could be found during 
medieval period. As the majority of the dynasties 
were patronizing dominant Jainism and Buddhism, 
Saivism was making inroads, evidently, through the 
Cholas, thus, the power struggle operated through 
the beilevers also, as the commerce, trade guilds and 
maritime activities were dominated by the Jain, 
Buddhist and Arabs?. Feudal interpretation of the

autonomous small kingdoms, and plunder was the 
main objective of Chola warfare with the peripheral 
units of neighbouing kingdoms and sometimes even 
with their centres”. In fact, research has been going 
on when important archaeological evidences of the 
Cholas have been missing, disappearing or 
vandalized with vested interests. This has been 
developed based on the Cholas looting of Sri Lanka 
and Karnataka based on few inscriptional evidences 
Ironically, Spencer doubted the Cholas invasion of 
Srivijaya etc., dubbing prasasti inscriptions are only 
poetic fantasy, whereas, he believes such narratives 
found in other inscriptions. In other words, according 
to them, the Cholas were looting just like the Arab, 
Turk and Mohammedan forces invading ugh 
north-west®, These experts do not make any whisper 
about the Victory pillars erected Cholas at different 
coastal areas of India and as well as in Burma, 
Mauritius, Kadaram etc., have been missing during 
100-150 years! 


Jayastambas, Vijayastambas, Victory Pillas 
were also erected for poetic fantasy or myth?: 
In Indian context, the winning Kings used to erect 
“Jayastamba” or Victory Pillar to declare that he had 
conquered the area, land or city. This had been the 
practice, not only of the Kings, but also that of the

Among the objects published by H. Q. Wales 
in his report, was a stone pedestal found on 
the top of a small hill near the 44" mile stone 
on the road from Alor star to Butterworth in 
Malaya. It was in a buried condition and 
excavated out. The local people called “Raja 
Bersiong's flag-staff", perhaps, remembering 
one of the early Malay rulers of Kedah". Wales 
dated it to 10" or 11" century CE. Mitchell 
Sullivan also tried to show" that, “the pedestal 
must surely have been carved before 1027 CE, 
the date of the raid of the Chola King Rajendra 
I, which brought to Kedah nothing but 
destruction and was a blow from which little 
city state never recovered,” but, now, the 
Victory Pillars at Kedah, Malay found missing",
